Word of the mass distribution 
of new notes came hard on th# 
heels of a flurry of letters from 
Soviet Premier Bulganin to West­ 
ern government heads. Recipients 
of the letters included President 
Eisenhower, Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan. French Piemier Felix Gall­ 
iard and West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. 


The messages generally hav# 
covered the same Soviet propo­ 
sals for renouncing nuclear weap­ 
ons and tests and other action* 
as steps toward peace.

Vary’ Of Ike’s 


Trade Proposal 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 12 OB - 
President Eisenhower’s proposal 
for a five-year extension of the 
reciprocal trade agreement pro­ 
gram drew fire recently from an 
unexpected quarter. 
Sen. 
Kefauver 
(D-Tennt, 
a 
strong supporter of the program. 
said he was “wary’” of new lan­ 
guage in the administration draft 
which could serve to raise, rather 
than lower, tariffs on certain im­ 
ports. 


Most critics have opposed ex­ 
tending the program at all. argu­ 
ing that lower tariffs and the re­ 
sultant competition from foreign 
imports have hurt American busi­ 
ness. 


Kefauver made clear he favors 
extending the program for the five 
years sought by the administra­ 
tion 
but along the lines of the 
existing authority, which expires 
next June 30. 
The act gives the President au­ 
thority to lower tariffs on foreign 
imports in exchange for tariff con­ 
cessions on the part of other coun­ 
tries for American exports.

orders by bathing will have severe 
t.nes imposed on them on the 
spot by control officers ”

usually carry money there to pay 
an on-the spot fine, so how will she 
satisfy the commission”" 
The Communists have sought to 
blame “ wastefulness" for the wa 
ter shortage. The> have forbidden 
the u*c of ba'-in." to store water 
and it s getting difficult even to 
waH one s face and hands. Peo­ 
ple living in upper floors of apart­ 
ment houses get practically no 
pressure during the day and at 
night the control taps are turned 
oft by the janitors. 
Many BudapeMers blame the 
Communist administration for not 
modernizing the city's water facil­ 
ities Some of the works were built 
in 1905 and have not heen ex­ 
panded or modernized since de­ 
spite a big population increase.

"The rise of nationalism and the 
liquidation of imperialism is just 
as important in the church con­ 
text as it is in the political con­ 
text,’’ he said. 
In the Cameroon, as has been 
true elsewhere, it was quite an or­ 
ganizational handful that was giv­ 
en over to home rule and owner­ 
ship—a total of 193 congregations 
with 83.(KH) members stretching 
from the hot. equatorial coasts in­ 
to the high, mountainous interior. 
There are eight hospitals, the 
largest with 250 beds, a college, 
schools sen ng 25.OOO children, 
clinics, 
leper 
centers, 
special 
shops—altogether 590 permanent 
buildings and 315 temporary-type 
structures such as kitchen sheds 
and shelters. 
However, in turning over to the 
Cameroon churchmen this array 
of facilities and responsibilities, 
the U S A Presbyterians still of­ 
fer help—money and personnel— 
if the new-born church wants it. 
‘ That s up to them. They have 
the say-so. 
The I . S. church has spent 
8300 OOO on new build mgs there In 
the last two years, and its annual 
budget for missionary work there 
has been over 8500 OOO a year for 
operations and a staff of 125 
evangelists, 
teachers, 
doctors, 
nurses and others. 
But they ll be called “ fraternal 
workers’’—not missionaries— and 
they’ll he under administration of 
the African church. 
Such policies point up the strong 
movement

American 
churches to shake off any sem­ 
blance of colonial-type Western- 
supremacy connotations in their 
missionary programs, and to let 
the young churches, as *<>on as 
they grow up, handle their own 
affair*. 
“ Actually." <aid Dr Gofwald. 
“ the original goal of missionaries 
was to work themselves out of a 


job, and establish a church that! 
could carry on by itself. That is 
the right and healthy way it 
should go." 
However, he added, denomina­ 
tional mission boards sometimes 
have been reluctant to relinquish 
control, feeling that if they still 
furnish motley they should direct 
its use. But the intensified nation­ 
alism in many areas has spurredj 
the change along.

To Freedom 


NAM President Ernest G. Swigert, in his 
keynote speech to the NAM Congress at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New York, spoke of a 
“trend toward complete government control” 
which, he said, threatened the early destruction 
of the last vestiges of representative government. 
He added: 
"The time may come when we will be unable 
to choose our own careers, change jobs, start a 
business, buy or sell property, take out a mort­ 
gage, move from place to place, borrow money, 
or even send our children to college without get­ 
ting permission from some government bureau­ 
crat.” 
This is the way things are in Russia, the 
way they would be in a hypothetical Communist 
America. But Mr. Swigert seems to be looking 
at current American trends through dark glasses. 
By his own yardstick, they haven t gone very far 
to date. 
Most of the restrictions that do exist in the 
areas mentioned are not imposed by government. 
University officials bar pupils unless they meet 
certain academic standards. Bankers will not 
lend money to poor risks. Property cannot be 
sold unless a buyer is found, or bought by those 
who cannot pay the price. 
The government also imposes various re­ 
strictions on the individual, and their reason­ 
ableness can be debated. Certainly no American 
In his right mind favors imposition of more 
government restrictions. 
But America is still one of the freest coun­ 
tries in the world, despite the passing of the 
physical frontier, a more congested population, 
mass production, and speedy travel and com­ 
munication. Men such as Swigert are doing a 
real service in warning the nation against the 
alternatives to freedom. 


These Days

I received a most amazing letter from a reader 
which might have been written IO years ago but 
actually was written in 1957. It just goes to show how 
the facts of life do not influence our predispositions: 
“ Let us put a stop to this happy campaign to con­ 
vince the American people that ‘We are Panicky , or 
beginning to panic over our little Sputwck that Russia 
borrowed. Anything she ha# borrowed, we still have.” 
Unfortunately the Russians d id ‘ not borrow the 
Sputnik from us and we do not have a Sputnik 
It us 
this tone of arrogant superiority which really gets us 
into trouble. No country has a monopoly of brains. 


The pity of it is that too m any Am ericans be­ 
lieve that there is no cause to be excited over the 
failure of Vanguard, the failure of Thor, the failure 
to m aintain our position in the world while spend­ 
ing billions of dollars, much of which m ost be 
w asted or the results could 
not have been so 
unfortunate. 


When one complains of chauvinistic self-satisfied 
•omplacency. he is either regarded as a kill joy or as 
I Communist, whereas only those who are shrieking 
to high heaven against those who have disgraced us 
^ the eyes of our neighbors are doing anything to 
maintain here an effective government within con­ 
stitutional limitations. One of the real dangers is that 
continued, obvious inefficiencies could drive us onto 
a permanent war basis and a permanent war basis 
must bring on a dictatorial government, of one kind 
or another. 
When President Eisenhower took office and ap­ 
pointed what his opponents called the Cadillac Cabi­ 
net. the public was pleased because the assumption 
mas that men who had made enormous successes of 
their own affairs would bring to government an ability 
and a competence which in the past the American 
people are supposed not to have received from the 
lawyers and politicians in high places. Surely, it was 
argued that a man like Charles Wilson who did so 
well with General Motors would do equally well in the 
Department of Defense. 


It w as not so. 
The R ussians got the Sputnik 
and we got the Flopnik. What is the explanation? 
In G eneral M otors, Wilson w as operating in an 
atm osphere of com parative freedom where failure, 
at best, w as a tax deduction; in the D epartm ent 
of D efense, Wilson was beset by im practical lim i­ 
tations. by pressures of every kind, by generals 
and adm irals and all sorts of officers and by 
m ilitary traditions that 
have com e down ainee 
General Steuben wrote his “ Manual for the Order 
and D iscipline" of George W ashington’s arm y. 


Our military establishment works well in time of 
war but becomes full of politics and back biting and 
imall empire-building in time of peace. After each 
war, the top men in these services generally get jobs 
in private industry or with private educational or 
social institutions, which means a total loss to the 
country of our men of greatest ability. 
For instance. Douglas MacArthur is making safety 
razors and carbon paper for Sperry Rand. Eisenhower 
it President of the United States after having been 
president of Columbia University, Clay is making tin 
cans for Continental Can and so it goes down the line. 
The 
United 
States 
is 
throwing 
away 
experience, 
knowledge and wisdom by an arbitrary and inflexible 
retirement. 
Anti-intellectualism is not paying off in the United 
States. The man who can sell tooth paste cannot make 
j Sputnik nor does he know what a Sputnik is nor can 
he understand the basic scientific ideas which precede 
the application of ideas to products. While a jobber 
in stocks and bonds may earn a million a year and a 
scientist only $15,000 as tops, the stock-jobber may 
engage in a questionable trade whereas that poorly- 
paid. funnily-dressed scientist may save all our lives. 
A sense of proportion requires us to recognize that 
such a paragraph as the following is absolute nonsense: 


“ Students with the highest ‘IQ’ do not n eces­ 
sarily have the good old fashioned guts, and in­ 
quisitive m inds, to dig for a solution, and keep 
right on shoveling until they find those seem ingly 
im possible an sw ers.” 


The fellow with excessive viscera will not find the 
answer as to how to orbit a Sputnik or how to build 
a rocket to stop a rocket. To do that a fellow needs 
to know m athem atics, physics, chemistry, at least, 
most of it out of books.

The trouble is that the Krem­ 
lin's maneuver will catch all the 
friendly Arab governments be­ 
tween their own pro-Western pol- 
icy and the incandescent anti-ls- 
raeli passions of their peoples.

The lever is not intended 
to bring down Israel It is intend­ 
ed to bring down the Arab gov­ 
ernments friendly to the West, 
and to replace them with new 
governments on the Syrian model. 
This crisis that looms ahead 
will be all the more dangerous, 
moreover, because it will arise 
in a way that will enormously 
encourage casuistry and self-de­ 
lusion.

third of the m aterial can be fil­ 
tered from the blood. 
The administration of certain 
cation exchange resins is equally 
effective when given immediately 
after strontium is administered 
orally. 
These chemicals act as 
blocking agents and prevent two- 
thirds of the radioactive m aterial 
from entering the circulation. 
Much more needs to be done 
before the proper antidote for 
strontium poisoning will be found. 
As each nuclear hazard appears, 
scientists plunge into action to 
comabt the new enemy.

there has been much in the news­ 
papers commending the Federal 
Reserve for reducing its redis­ 
count rate from 3 4 per cent to 3 
per cent. Now you wonder how 
much this helps your local bank. 
First, let me explain just what 
this 
“reduction" 
means. 
Your 
local bank may need tem porary 
extra funds certain times of the 
year to loan to some local indus­ 
tries. These are those w hich must 
borrow seasonally to buy raw 
m aterials 
or 
merchandise 
but 
which are out of debt most of 
the year. 
To secure such extra 
funds your local bank may bor­ 
row of the nearest big city bank 
where it carries its main account. 
Upon the same principle, there 
are times when this big city bank 
may need extra funds. It then 
either sells government bonds or 
uses such government bonds as 
collateral to borrow from its Dis­ 
trict 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank. 
There are 12 of these—one for 
each of the 12 federal districts 
into which the U. S. is divided. 
If one of the District Federal 
Reserve 
Banks 
is 
temporarily 
short of funds, it borrows of the 
Central “ Feds,” located at New 
York and Chicago. It is the Feder­ 
al 
Reserve System which has 
lowered the rate from 34 per 
cent to 3 per cent on loans made 
not to your bank, or to you, but 
to one or more of the district 
banks mentioned above. 
These district banks, in turn, 
loan to the big city banks, which 
then may loan to your local bank. 
So you see it is a long time be­ 
fore this 4 per cent reduction 
filters through to your local bank, 
if any of it gets through. Cer­ 
tainly no reader can expect a 
reduction in local interest rates 
on account of this small reduction 
by the Central Federal Reserve. 


More Deposits Needed 


Every reader of this column 
should realize that, in the long 
run, a bank can loan to custo­ 
m ers only what it receives in 
deposits. 
When next in your local bank, 
ask tor its last printed statement. 
You will quickly see that the 


banks own money (shown by 
Capital and Surplus* us relative­ 
ly small. The money which you 
borrow is not the bank s money, 
but it is your neighbors’ money. 
When too many “ neighbors” re­ 
duce 
their 
deposits, 
then 
th# 
bank should reduce its loans. 
Banks, therefore, should work 
harder for deposits. The simplest 
way is to increase the interest 
rate on deposits. Another way is 
to spend more on advertising. To 
benefit from a higher rate on de­ 
posits or to make extra advertis­ 
ing pull, banks should “ get off 
their high horse.” Banks need 
lessons in public relations. Bank 
employes should be more cour­ 
teous 
and 
be “salesm en” for 
their banks. They may need to 
keep their banks open 
longer 
hours and 
perhaps Friday or 
Saturday nights. Depositors face­ 
tiously rem ark that the bank 
charges interest just the same 
whether open for business or 
not! 


Other .Sources Of Aid 
Many investors who read this 
column noted how the stock m ar­ 
ket jumped up when the Federal 
Reserve rate was reduced. When, 
however, people began to think 
through and see that this reduc­ 
tion would not help their com­ 
munity, the stock market fell off 
again. In other words, this re­ 
duction will not cause consumers 
to buy more goods or m anufac­ 
turers 
to 
employ 
more 
help. 
Therefore, wise investors are not 
buying more stocks now on the 
small reduction in interest rates 
by the 'T e d .” 
The U. S. Government could, 
however, do three things which 
might help the stock m arket: (I) 
Lower the required margin which 
brokers are now forced to de­ 
mand of speculators; 
(2) 
buy 
m o r e 
governm ents 
f r o m 
the hanks, giving them more free 
money to loan; and <3* reduce 
the reserves which banks are re­ 
quired to carry. In an emergency, 
one or more of these could he 
done. 
However, 
no emergency 
now exists which would justify 
these steps. Of course, reducing 
interest rates has already caus­ 
ed bonds to go up.

Guttmacher and Elgin both 
said Van Horn was in an epilep- 
tic state when he beat his wife ( 
to death June I. Cushard de­ 
athbed him as a psychoneurotic ( 
and in a “ dissociative state.’* 
All three said they would sign 
papers to commit the S3-year*old , 
defendant to a mental institution. 
Van Horn "would he discharged ' 
within a lew weeks alter being 1 
admitted to a hospital," predicted 
Dr. Wechsler. “ The doctors at the 
hospital would ask “ What is this 
man here tor’’* “ 
The defense made no effort to 
oppose testimony that Nan Horn 
brutally heat to death his wife of 
two years 
It concentrated on 
proving a plea that he was tem­ 
porarily insane at the time after 
she hit him in the face with her 
pocketbook during an argument. 
Dr Wechsler said it was very 
difficult to determine whether Van; 
Horn knew right from wrong at 
the time because there was a 
“ question of veracity" involving

Isadore Tuerk, superintendent of 
Spring Grove State Hospital, tes­ 
tified he could reach no other con­ 
clusion than that Van Horn killed 
his wife during a "rage reaction.”

Appeals Court Says 
Cities May Finance 
Factory Buildings 


ANNAPOLIS TVC 12 ? — The 
Court of Appeals ruled today that 
the legislature may authorize a 
city to issue municipal bonds for 
construction of a factory to be 
used by private industry. 
Thf high court reversed an Al­ 
legany County Circuit Court rul­ 
ing which said an amendment to 
the Frostburg city charter enact­ 
ed by the 1953 Legislature was 
unconstitutional and invalid. 
The decision reversing lower 
court was 3-1 with Judge Sted 
man Prescott dissenting. Judge 
William Homey, newly appointed 
to the Court of Appeals, did not 
hear arguments in the case. 
The disputed legislation, which 
the appellate court has said is 
valid, authorized the city to enter 
into an agreement with any manu­ 
facturing company for purchase of 
lands or buildings on an install-j 
ment plan covering a period up to. 
25 years. The law authorized the! 
city to issue municipal bonds, sub-' 
jeot to the approval of voters and 
not to exceed $160,000. for the pur-1 
pose of constructing such factory 
facilities. 


R uled Invalid Here 


Circuit Judge George Hender­ 
son had ruled the legislation in­ 
valid and unconstitutional because 
It authorized the use of public 
funds for a private purpose. 
In reversing this opinion, the 
high court majority said the dis­ 
puted legislation "is md beyond 
the bounds of legislative power." 
•'.So long as the legislation has 
a substantial relation to the public 
welfare and can fairly be said to 
serve a public purpose, it is not! 
the courts’ function to strike it 
down, merely because we fear it 
may lead to unwise or unfortunate 
results.”

The court took judicial note "of 
the fact that the location of new 
industry in a municipality fur 
rushes employment and measur­ 
ably increases the resources of 
the community and its financial 
well being." 
"The fact that incidental bene 
fits are passed on to the locating 
corporation is not fatal, if there 
are substantial public benefits to 
support the action taken.” the 
opinion said. 
The majority ruling said that 
attraction of new industries to this 
slate by means of tax exemptions 
has been recognized as within the 
legislative power for many years 
and "we see no real difference 
between the tax exemptions there 
created, and that in the instant 
case " 
Judge Prescott in his dissenting 
opinion

He said the action permitted by 
the majority decision will he "the 
utilization of taxation for private 
purposes and will contravene an 
explicit inhibition of ithe consti­ 
tution that the credit of the state 
shall not in any manner tie given.
